Delaine gave me the month off as 
searcher for programs so I get to talk 
about my latest adventure on Grand Cay- 
man. The part that pleased the XYL was 
the spacious apartment (2 King sized 
bedrooms and a third convertible sitting/ 
bedroom plus living room, kitchen and 
dining room) at Colonial Club, Seven 
Mile Beach - 300 feet of sand, gentle 
waves, five days of sun, and never more 
than 15 people on the beach at any time 
- most of them keeping to themselves. 
The club is managed by John Darby 
(AFIDJ) and his wife Suzette. We both 
enjoyed 6 mile daily round trips walk- 
ing in the surf and on the sand, watch- 
ing stingrays “fly” by and packs of Jacks 
chasing what we could call minnows, 
collecting sea shells, all that neat stuff 
you do at the beach. 

For the OM, of course, was the 
opportunity to play radio and generate a 
pile up or two. Thanks to Very, W8BLA, 
I hooked his Yaesu up to the antenna 
farm owned and maintained by Andrew 
Eden, ZF1EJ using the Cayman Ama- 
teur Radio Society shack that Andrew 
built on top of a water cistern. Despite 
urging from Vern, the microphone never 
left the packing case but I gave my new 
Logikey a real run for its money. I con- 
centrated on early morning or ‘late 
evening operating times so as not to put 
a big dent in family time. 

I operated about 17 hours over 4 
days, logging some 1400+ QSO’s main- 


taining an overall rate of 84 QSO’s per 
hour with the Yaesu barefoot. The QTH 
plays like a Stradivarius. During open- 
ings to Japan on both 20 and 40 meters, 
the rates at times were over 125 per hour 
using 100 watts. During one opening to 
JA on 20 meters, it became evident after 
about 60 or so QSO’s that I was not con- 
trolling the pile up. That’s when I real- 
ized that the antenna switch was still set 
on the 80 meter inverted vee from the 
night before! A quick flip to the PRO77 
solved the control problem and yielded 
another 150 JA QSO’s before the band 
crashed. Just like the sunrises and sun- 
sets on Cayman, the bands seem to open 
and close like a quickly deployed vaude- 
ville curtain, none of that wimpy fading 
off into the sunset stuff. 


It was a great experience for both 
the family and the ham! If you'd like to 
know more about hamming/vacationing 
opportunities in Cayman, ask W8BLA or 
myself for details.

Thoughts on Antennas & Deed Restrictions 
-by Billy Williams, N4UF 


This “Guest Editorial” was written by Billy Williams, N4UF, President of 
the North Florida Amateur Radio Society (NOFARS). It articulates ve very well 
what I have always thought was a “false sense of security” surrounding I RB-I : 


_In this era of voluminous regulations, one should never assume that ther eis such 


a thing as “one size fits all”. re 


A Florida state appeals court has affirmed judgement that a couple, both 
hams, may not have an Amateur Radio tower which violates deed restrictions 
imposed by a homeowners group in an upscale development. The man, David 
Brower, WA4NST and his wife Sharon, N4XLF were deemed by the court to 
have agreed to such restrictions by closing on the sale. Such restrictions are not 
unusual and are usually mixed in with limits on the number of cars or pets and 
bans of commercial vehicles and RVs parked in the yard. Some rules even man- 
date that all improvements including painting be cleared with a committee. This 
is usually seen as the price for living in a certain neighborhood. The intent is 
supposedly to guarantee a high quality of life. By closing on a property, a buyer is 
assumed to have signed the restrictions in force at the time. In some cases, it is a 
buyers responsibility to determine restrictions through a title search. Most time, 
a buyer is given a copy of the restrictions and covenants at purchase. 

When negotiating for a new home, insert a clause in any offersheet. If a 
search turns up antenna restrictions, the offer is void. And ask any home-owners 
associations for a copy of the rules. A key disagreement is whether a tower con- 
stitutes a “structure.” The definition varies so check it out before you buy. You 
may have to decide which is more important — living in the development or 
having a tower. 

There is a misconception over the value and applicability of PRB-1, a dec- 
laration issued by FCC in 1986. It asserts the federal governments exclusive 
right to regulate ham radio. In legal terms, this is called “preemption”. Just as a 
local politician cannot regulate programming on a broad cast station, the power 
of local government to restrict ham towers is limited (or at least so we thought 
when PRB-1 was released). Local zoning codes allow regulation based on safety, 
health and “aesthetic” conditions. It is the inclusion of aesthetic considerations 
which blunts PRB-1’s effect. Even then though, reasonable accommodation must 
be made of Amateur Radio. But some interpretations of “reasonable accommoda- 
tion” by courts are not encouraging. One decision held that the use of an HT with

If you’ve spent some time on 
packet, reading bulletins on your local 
BBS, or writing personal messages to 
your buddies, you’ve probably found your- 
self wishing that you could compose your 
messages ahead of time, check your spell- 
ing, and then send them on their way. 

If your terminal program can UP- 
LOAD a file (like the YAPP program 
some of you received from me), then 
- you're halfway home. 

The other part of this “equation” 
consists of a WORD PROCESSOR. and 
a SPELL CHECKER. 

If you’ve been reading any com- 
puter magazines recently (you mean you 
do something OTHER than operate 
packet radio??) then you’ve probably seen 
at least an article or two on the latest and 
greatest word processing software. 

Some of the “biggies” (“big” in cost 
and computer requirements as well as 
sales) are: “Word Perfect” (arguably THE 
word processor of choice for most folks), 
“Word”, “Word Star” (now a “fallen 
star”...but still with legions of users due 
to it’s one-time popularity) and a host of 
lesser-known programs (“Easy Writer’, 
“PFS: Professional Write”, “TED”, and 
“QEDIT”). 

The GOOD NEWS is that you can 
do A LOT with smaller word processors. 
You DON’T need to spend mega-bucks 
on a chrome plated word processor to be 
able to write coherent messages (of 
course, a lucid mind DOES help)! 

The last two word processors I men- 
tioned are available as SHAREWARE on 
many landline BBS’s, and the friendly 
packeteer down the street (across town?) 
from you will probably have one of 
these...or something similar. 

The concept behind SHAREWARE 
is that the software is yours to try and 
evaluate before you spend a penny on it. 
After a reasonable length of time (30 days 
in most cases) the author of the shareware 
program expects you to yank some long 
green out of your wallet and send it on 
it’s way to pay for the program. 

In return you will at the very least 
receive a registration number and the 

“opportunity” to learn of new versions of 
the software. 

You will usually receive a ‘manual 
(sometimes for a slight additional fee) 
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along with your registration number, and 
possibly be told how to unlock additional 
features of the program you just paid for. 

Since software that is distributed as 
SHAREWARE does not have to be ex- 
pensively packaged or sold through nor- 
mal retail channels, it is MUCH cheaper 
than all the rest. QEDIT is one of the best 
shareware word processors around. It 
sports all the usual “goodies” (the ability 
to set margins, page length, move blocks, 
etc.) and also. has lots of other features 
not often found in smaller word proces- 
sors. 

- Here are just a few of the neat things 
you can also partake of while using 
QEDIT to write your next packet bulle- 
tin or message to Aunt Millie in the Fro- 
zen North: 

* Word Wrap (lines of text auto- 
matically ‘wrap’ when you come to the 
end of the line...no need to hit the “en- 
ter” key 

* Search/Find/Replace functions 
(which make it a breeze to correct all 
those times you spelled “the” as “teh”).: 

* Split Screen (get creative... load 
the message you’re replying to into the 
top part of the screen, and write your re- 
ply inthe bottom! This assumes you have 
SAVED the message you want to reply to 
FIRST, using your TERMINAL PRO- 
GRAM). ; 
* Word Star commands (for those 
of you who learned theoriginal Word Star, 
waaaay back in 1983 as I did, it’s nice to 
know that you can still use all those cussed 
“dot commands” to make the program do 
what you want). 

* The ability to run in a relatively 
SMALL amount of memory! 

Most word processors (especially 
the newer ones that run under WIN- 
DOWS) require MEGABYTES of 
memory to operate efficiently - or at all). 
QEDIT will function in as little as 64 K 
of RAM. - though you will only be able 
to write relatively short (pithy?) messages 


_ with it. It will do very nicely in about 


80K of RAM... allowing you to get quite 
long-winded in what you write or edit. 
QEDIT does lots more...but hope- 
fully you have read enough to get inter- 
ested in hunting up a copy for yourself. 
A word processor makes your writ- 
ing chores easier..and a SPELL 


CHECKER will hide your linguistic in- 
firmity from the prying eyes of the world 
(err...it will correct your spelling, that is). 
All the latest word processors in- 
clude spell checkers, but there are also 
several good “stand alone” shareware 
spelling programs that will do very nicely. 
The one catch is that you must save 
your word processor output (what you 
write with the processor) as ASCII text, 
and then tell the spelling program to romp 
through your words, looking for those 
ugly mis-spellings that are just waiting 
to embarrass you. 
One such program is “Share Spell. 
It’s relatively easy to use, and has a fairly 
large dictionary built into it (so you 
don’t have to constantly tell it that words 
like “ASCII” or “butterfinger” are legiti- 
mate). Armed with QEDIT and Share 
Spell you’ll find it much easier to write 
that next message, or bulletin, or COL- 
UMN FOR FLORIDA SKIP (just check- 
ing to see how closely ye Editor is 
reading this).

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Networks and You 


Networks use is growing at a rapid 
pace in the business community as more 
companies are trying to consolidate ex- 
pensive services such as printing, scan- 
ning, automated back-up, and Internet 
access. A networked system allows these 
services to be connected to a large and 
powerful (translate: expensive) computer 
that is hidden in a closet under lock and 
key. These computers, called servers have 
very large hard drives and in more ad- 
vanced systems two hard drives that are 
mirrored (the same data is stored on both 
drives for safety). Desktop stations which 
want to access these servers are called 
clients. They have special software which 
allows them to see the hard drive, print- 
ers, CD ROM drives, modems or what- 
ever else is connected to the server. Net- 
work software includes very sophisticated 
security which allows the network admin- 
istrator (the guy stuck with managing this 
miess) to allocate resources to those who 
need them or allowed to use them. For 
example, the hard drive could divided into 
directories, each with special access 
rights. You as a client may be given rights 
to a public directory for sharing data and 
a private directory for your own stuff. The 
public directory is visible to everyone and 
the private directory is visible to only you. 
You can also create directories which you 
can read and write but everyone else can 
only read. This lets you share your data 
with out fear that someone will acciden- 
tally (or on purpose) modify it. Network 
installation and management has evolved 
into a very complex and sophisticated 
system. 


-Network servers can be any 386 
or higher computer but they frequently 
have 32 Megabytes of memory and sev- 
eral gigabytes of hard drive storage to be 
effective. The installation of networks 
can be time consuming and most busi- 
nesses hire network installation compa- 
nies to perform the work. These profes- 
sionals have fallen into the traps of in- 
compatibility and reliability and they can 
usually recommend the best system and 
components for a quick and easy instal- 
lation. Client systems can be virtually 
any computer even with different operat- 
ing systems. It is even possible to share 
a network between PC compatibles, Apple 
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systems, and Unix workstations with 


these networks. 


-A less complex alternative to the 
client/server network is the peer to peer 
network. The peer to peer network is 
actually part of the Windows for 
Workgroups release and is included with 
most systems. purchased off the shelf to- 
day. Peer to peer allows communication 
between two members on the network but 
has a very limited or non existent shar- 
ing capability. For example, on a peer to 
peer network, I can send mail to some- 
one and he can respond. The mail soft- 
ware passes a message to the computer to 
whom you are addressing and the mes- 
sage is stored on the hard disk as file. A 
flag is raised on the receiving computer, 
usually a sound and a pop-up box, to alert 
the operator that he has mail. Peer to 
peer services can exist on the network as 
a client/server system and in most busi- 
ness installations, this is exactly how it 
works. 


-Why should I, the HAM care about 
networks on computers. Well, we should 
be intimately familiar with networks as 
we use them all the time. Voice networks 
or directed nets allow orderly communi- 
cation between two hams without annoy- 
ing doubles. Packet is a network which 
relies on the AX.25 protocol to insure that 
the data arrives at its final destination. 
Most important, networks are growing 
out of the bounds of wire and expanding 
to wireless communication. Wireless 
networks allow server services to shared 
between computers which are much far- 
ther away. An update of the packet pro- 
tocol with inclusions for network man- 
agement and security would enhance 
packet operation. 


-Another extension of networks is 
the incorporation of fiber optic commu- 
nication into homes much as telephone 
today. A fiber optic connection would 
allow peer to peer and client/server to 
reach into everyone’s home. The Internet 
services available are just a sampling of 
this powerful tool. An Internet address 
allows access to forums and databases all 
over the world. If there is a topic, you 
can find it on the Internet. Dial-up lines 


can access this service but your phone is 
tied up for as long as you are connected - 
and the data rates are slow (28,800 bits 
per second) compared to the wired 
ethernet (10 Megabits per second) or 
wired fiber optic (100 Megabits per sec- 
ond or more) that are available in the of- 
fice network. 


-If you have some ideas about ex- 
tending the packet protocol to incorpo- 
rate advanced network features, drop a 
line to the Skip.

RFI changes 


proposed 
The FCC has proposed to permit 


‘manufacturers and suppliers of comput- 


ers and computer peripherals to market 
their equipment without having to apply 
for equipment certification and await 
FCC approval, in ET Docket 95-19. 
These devices now must be FCC- 
certified to ensure that they do not cause 
interference to radio services, including 
amateur. Certification requires that all 
measurement data and a detailed descrip- 
tion of the product be submitted to the 
Commission’s laboratory for review and 
approval. Bea ; 
The certification process can take 
35 days or more, the FCC said, and elimi- 
nating the wait could save the computer 
industry some 250 million dollars a year, 
the industry has said. The FCC called 
the current regulations ‘’particularly bur- 
densome for small manufacturers” and 
said its proposed new authorization pro- 
cedure would “’align’”’ FCC requirements 
for personal computers with those “’used 
successfully in other parts of the world.” 
Under the proposed new procedure, 
FCC authorization would be replaced by 
a process based on a manufacturer’s or 
supplier’s Declaration of Conformity 
(DoC). The Commission also has pro- 
posed the option of permitting personal 
computer compliance to be based on tests 
and DoCs of individual components, 
without further testing of completed as- 
semblies.

The February Issue of the Florida Skip featured an ar- 
ticle, “Ham Radio in the Classroom” by Joan Freeman, 
KD4SRD who has been a force getting teachers interested in 
amateur radio and space education. She spoke of SAREX edu- 
cational contact with the shuttle during the STS-65 mission. 


Just a hop, skip and jump away - compared to the mile- 
age ticked off by the space shuttle traveling at 17,500 MPH - 
the science teacher, Cynthia Stevens, at Bair Middle School in 
Sunrise was coaching her students in the etiquette and proce- 
dures for radio communications. Shortly Jennifer Bennett, first 
of a group of 7th and 8th Bair Middle School students, was 
talking to Robert D. Cabana the commander of STS-65 talking 
to her from orbit 200 miles away.

Amateur Radio societies in — 


Turkmenistan and Burkina Faso have 
applied for membership in the Interna- 
tional Amateur Radio Union. 

The IARU Region 1 executive com- 
mittee has found both applications to be 
in order and current member societies are 
now voting, through June 19, 1995, on 
proposals for their admission. The ARRL 
has voted in favor of both applications. 

The president of the Turkmenistan 
Radio Amateur League (LRT) is Eugene 
M. Zwontsov, EZ8BO (ex-UH8BO). LRT 
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says it has 24 members, 23 of whom are 
licensed to transmit. The total number 
of licensed amateurs in Turkmenistan i is 
32. 

The Association des Radioamateurs 
du Burkina Faso (ARBF) says it has 29 
members, including a number of officials 
of the Office National des Telecommuni- 
cations. ARBF president is Youssouf 
Kaba, XT2KY. 

Current IARU membership is 144 
national societies. 


Hams aid Japan rellef 


More than 200 amateurs are pro- 
viding communication in the Kobe, Ja- 
pan area following an earthquake on 
January 16 that killed more than 5000 
people and left tens of thousands home- 
less. 

Amateur Radio is being used to 
connect relief centers and to exchange in- 
formation on road conditions and traffic; 
the health, welfare, and whereabouts of 
residents; and the availability of water and 
food, according to the Japan Amateur. 
Radio League. 

The JARL and the Japan Amateur 
Radio Equipment Industry Association 
(JAIA) are conducting the effort, at the — 
request of the Ministry of Posts and Tele- 
communications. 200 hand-held trans- 
ceivers for 430 and 1260 MHz, as well as 
three repeater stations, were supplied by 
JAIA member companies for the opera- 
tion. Each portable station has been as- 
signed a special call sign — 8J3AAA, 
8J3AAB and so on. 

JA3YRL in Kobe serves as commu- 
nication coordinator, while JA3RL, at the 
JARL’s Osaka office, monitors the activ- 
ity. 

400 of the 600 relief centers (with 
a total of 240,000 evacuees) are not be- 
ing served by this communication system, 
and the JARL is considering equipping 
at least half of them with amateur sta- 
tions.

The Tallahassee Amateur Radio 
Society in its February issue of their 
newsletter “93 the Printed Circuit” had 
two very interesting ARRL Bulletins One 
is about Spectrum Changes (ARRL Bul- 
letin 004). It states that the FCC has voted 
to allocate spectrum from 2310 to 2360 
Mhz for satellite digital audio radio ser- 
vices (DARS). This band is part of spec- 
_ trum from 2300 to 2450 Mhz, all of which 

is currently allocated to the Amateur and 
Amateur Satellite Services in Interna- 
_tional Telecommunication Union Region 
_ 2, on a secondary basis with the excep- 
tion of 2310 and 2390 Mhz which is not 
allocated to amateurs. The FCC said the 
new DARS would allow direct satellite- 
to-ground radio to areas of the country 
and to minority and ethnic groups that 

_ are inadequately served by traditional 

“terrestrial” radio. The Commission said 

that service and licensing rules for the 

new allocation would be addressed in a 


later rule making. This was action in 
FCC General Docket 90-357. 

Another thing that I noted in the 
TARS newsletter (The Printed Circuit) is 
a page devoted to information with re- 
gard to the club. For instance, if you need 
information or help about the local re- 
peater, check the “Repeater Information” 
section. It gives you the frequency, the 
offset the sta.. Tone if there is one and 
the name of the person to contact and his 
or her call sign. They list 8 frequencies 
with all but two having their own point 
of contact. Another topic listed is entitled 
“Packet Information”. Here we see the 
frequency and the information as pro- 
vided by three individuals. One individual 
is responsible for operation of “BBS\On 
Line Call Book” topics, and, I would as- 
sume, information about this topic. An- 
other handles the “General Purpose 
BBS\Message Forwarding” Still another 
works with “Satellite BBS”. Next they 
have listed “Net Information” It includes 
the name such as “ARES”, the Day/s, the 
Time, the Frequencies and the name of 
the Net Manager. The last thing on the 
page is entitled “Scheduled Activities”. 
The Activity, Day, Time, and Location are 
listed so that no one can say that they 
don’t know what is going on. In many of 
the newsletters that I have seen, these 
important items are ignored. Newcom- 
ers t the area, the club, or newly joining 
Amateur Radio could use this type of in- 


_ formation. 


Actually all newcomers to a club 
should have this information given to 
them when they first join. It can be very 
hard on a newcomer to get this informa- 
tion quickly and efficiently. 

I think that this page would be very 
helpful to me if I were to move into the 
Tallahassee area. The only other thing 
that I could add would be telephone num- 
bers. I’m sure people starting out would 
appreciate this information. Knowing 
how hard it is for an editor to get infor- 
mation for club newsletters, another sug- 
gestion I would make would be to look at 
the ARRL BULLETINS as a source for 
information for fillers if nothing else. 
Another source of material to be added 
to your newsletter is called “The Mars 
Corner” which is to be found on Civilian 
and MARS 2M packet each month. Nei- 
ther costs anything and each provides 
information concerning what is going on 
currently.

Ham call sign choice soon 


The FCC has announced its intention to imple 
vanity call sign program, and also to resume the iss 
club and military recreation station licenses. On Feb 
1995, the Commission released its Report and Order i 
Docket 93-305, Amendment of the Amateur Service Rules to 
Implement a Vanity Call Sign System. Amateurs will o eli- 
gible to apply for a call sign of their choice in four “ 
The first group eligible to apply will be previous holders ae 
call sign or the close relative of a previous holder of an amateu 
call sign who is deceased. The second group will be Amateu 
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Extra Class licensees; the third, Advanced; the fourth, all oth- 
ers. The FCC will announce the date of opening of each “gate” 


__ by public notice. The effective date of the new rules is March 


24, 1995. The FCC said that the first gate will open as soon as 
a new application form, FCC Form 610-V, is available and the 
Commissions licensing facility is prepared to begin processing 
the applications —no sooner than April, according to FCC staff. 
In the case of applications for the call signs of deceased ama- 
teurs, normally the call sign will not be available for two years 
following the persons death or for two years following the ex- 
piration of the license. The exception to this rule is that a rela- 
tive of the deceased amateur may apply for the call sign with- 
out regard to the two-year rule. Club station call signs will be 
issued systematically from the two-by-three block, unless un- 
der the fourth “gate” the trustee of an existing club station ap- 
plies for the call sign of a deceased member as a vanity call 
sign for the club. The trustees application must be accompa- 
nied by the written consent of at least one relative of the de- 
ceased club member, and the two-year waiting period noted 
above is waived. “Close relative” is defined as “spouse, child, 
grandchild, stepchild, parent, grandparent, stepparent, brother, 
sister, stepbrother, stepsister, aunt, uncle, niece, nephew, or in- 
law” for purposes of determining eligibility for a deceased 
amateur’s call sign. A close relative may apply for the call sign 
of a deceased amateur without regard to license class; that is, a 
Novice licensee may apply for a call sign otherwise assigned to 
a higher license class block. Club station: trustees — but not 
RACES or military recreation station trustees — will be able to 
request specific club call signs in the “gate” determined by their 
own class of operator license. If the trustee is an Amateur Ex- 
tra Class licensee, he may apply for the same call (provided it’s 
been vacant at least two years) in Gate Two, either for himself 
or for the club, without asking anyone’s permission. Applica- 
tions for new club and military recreation station licenses with. 
sequential call signs will be accepted beginning March 24, 1995. 
A club must have such a license in order to be eligible to apply 
(later) for a vanity club call. The fee for the use of vanity call 
signs will be $7 per year, or $70 for a 10-year license term. The 
FCC said that because the normal term of an amateur station 
license is ten years, a fee of $70.00 will have to be paid when

Army MARS 
=y leadership and Army 
S MARS members have 
been on the move dur- 
ing this early 1995 season. This includes 
such functions as the Armed Forces Com- 
puter and Electronics Association 
(AFCEA) show in San Diego, the DOD 
National Installation Commanders Con- 
ference in Washington, D.C., and early 
hamfests around the country. 

During the period 18-20 January, 
Chief Army MARS Robert Sutton and 
SSG Paul Hayes from the USAISC Com- 
mand MARS HF station attended the 
AFCEA exposition and conference in San 
Diego. It is at functions such as these 
that Chief Sutton can determine what 
technologies are being developed for and 
used by the military agencies whom we 
support. It is at these functions, further, 
that Chief Sutton can talk to these same 
parties in order to promote the type of 
equipment and the standardization of pro- 
tocols that can make all parts of the sys- 
tem compatible with each other. This 
information is then carried back to the 
technical members of his special staff who 
study and determine applicability to the 
Army MARS program as presently oper- 
ating. The flow of information and the 
smooth flow of communications is the 
continuing aim of Army MARS and of 
all its users. 

Additional visibility for Army 
MARS and the other MARS services was 
achieved by having a MARS booth avail- 
able for people to visit. Army MARS is 
in charge of this function at the western 
AFCEA exposition and provided the 
booth to be used by all three services. 
Chief Air Force MARS Ray Collins was 
present as was CPO Maurice Betts repre- 
senting NavyMarineCorps MARS. Both 
MARS and nonMARS visitors gained 
information from this effort and several 
new MARS members were recruited. The 
MARS Chiefs, too, were able to talk to 
the visitors and gained many insights 
about the image and perspective that 
MARS has in the general population. 
Continuing increase in MARS visibility 
is the key to better understanding of the 
work of Army MARS and to an increas- 
ing enthusiasm and support for Army 
MARS. Fulfilling a similar function, 
during the week after the AFCEA expo- 


sition, at the DOD National Installation 
Commanders Conference was Fred Neff, 
Eastern Area Army MARS Director. This 
is a conference to which come command- 
ers of military installations all over the 
world. There are exhibits, seminars, and 
meetings over a three-day period. The 
joint services MARS booth was similarly 
active and was designed, like the AFCEA 
booth, to give increased MARS visibility 
to the conferees...installation command- 
ers who can often determine if and how 
MARS services will be used in their ar- 
eas of responsibility. Again, giving 
MARS greater visibility was the goal and 


‘the successful effect of the effort. On 16 


January, this office placed a PR bulletin 
into the Army MARS system which stated 
that some new materials had been devel- 
oped for use at hamfests whether a for- 
mal booth was used or simply flyers to be 
placed on the freebie table. This type of 
bulletin has been sent out annually be- 
fore, but 1995 is the year that hamfest 
visibility for Army MARS has caught fire. 
Requests have come in from all over the 
country and they: continue to come. I 
could not be more pleased with this type 
of response and support. One of the early 
hamfests in which the Public Relations 
Office had any small part was held in 
Maryland on 26 January. I received a tele- 
phone call from Mr. David Platky, State 
MARS Director from Maryland on Fni- 
day, 18 January with the news that he 
needed materials for the 26 January event. 
With preparation time and mailing time 
considerations, this was going to be a very 
tight assignment. Each set of flyers is 
customized to suit the event in question. 
With a busy weekend and the use of pri- 
ority mail, the deadline was met. The 
Maryland State MARS Director sent me 
a follow-up message that pointed out an 
interesting perspective that I had not con- 
sidered. He said, in part, the arrange- 
ments for the hamfest had been made on 
short notice and we would have been 
empty handed without your material. Sev- 
eral of our members were delighted with 
the initiative and hoped that there would 
be more such occasions. They seemed to 
be pleased with the idea that we were car- 
rying the word to the public and they 
wanted to be part of the effort. As a mat-
